the  province  of  this  article  to 
discuss  the  question  which  some 
of  the  higher  critics  have  intro- 
duced, to  the  effect  that  David  is 
not  the  author  of  the  Psalm 
from  which  Jesus  here  quotes — ‘ 
Psalm  110,  There  are  three  ob- 
vious truths  in  our  Lord's  lan- 
guage in  the  use  of  this  Psalm. 
1.  That  Duvid  was  the  author  of 
"it.  2.  That  the  language  of  David 
was  inspired  of  the  Holy  Spirit; 
David  said  this  in  the  Spirit. 

1 3.  That  David's  language*  was 
messianic,  and  therefore  looked 
beyond  David  himself  to  David’s 
greater  Son.  Jesus  does  not  lay 
down  any  theory  of  inspiration, 
but  he  does  claim  that  David  was 
under,  or  within,  the  circle  of 
the  Holy  Spirit's  influence,  by 
which  he  was  made  to  express  a
